[Book review by Anatoliy Mednikov: "Talking About Communists: New Chapters 
From L.I. Brezhnev's Book"] 


[Text] The new chapters of L.I. Brezhnev's "Reminiscences" published in the 
journal NOVYY MIR (No 1, 1983) find their way into our consciousness as an 
organic part of a single autobiographical narrative which incorporates the 
well-known books "Malaya Zemlya, “Rebirth," "The Virgin Lands," "A Sense of 
the Motherland" and "Life by the Factory Siren." These works interpret the 
great life experience of a communist and the vital stages of the country's 
progressive development and convincingly stress the invariable continuity of 
our Leninist party's policy. Whatever Leonid Il'ich wrote about in his remin- 
iscences--the deeds and achievements of the party and people, the "fine Soviet 
people I met with, saw, came to know and live"--all this was at the same time, 


as the author rightly notes, a story about the party. 


We find in the new, posthumously published chapters of his book "Reminiscences" 
impressive stories about the author's work in Moldavia in the first, difficult 
postwar years, about the restoration of the war-ravaged national economy in 

one of the youngest of our union republics, about the development of agricul- 
ture, industry and culture, and about the education of national cadres. 


In the second chapter these unfolds a documentary chronicle of that historic 
feat of the Soviet people which is expressively and accurately described as 
"cosmic October." On 4 October 1957 the first satellite soared above the 
earth and a new age began in the history of earth's civilization. "And if 
you recall everything and consider it in depth," L.I. Brezhnev writes, “the 
breakthrough into space was the logi cal continuation of the feat of the 
5-year plans, the country's industrialization, the achievements of our econ- 
omy, the successes of our science, the growth in the education, consciousness 
and culture of the working class and all the Soviet Union's working people.” 


A new cause breeds new people. This idea is expressed clearly in the stories 
of meetings with many heroes of space assaults: Sergey Pavlovich Korolev 


and Yiriy Alekseyevich Gagarin, our country's major scientists, the builders 
of our civil aviation. Tnese meetings and thoughts on the tremendous path 








traveled by the country inevitably lead, by the logic of historical facts, 

to the summarizing conclusion: "All our victories in this sphere were pos- 
sible thanks to the chief victory from which we begin our new chronology-- 

thanks to the victory of the Great October Socialist Revolution. The con- 

quest of the skies began, for us, in 1917." 


The final chapter--"Talking About Communists"--unites in organic synthesis, 
just as the two above-mentioned chapters do, the facts about days vone by, 
their interpretation, the author's observations of the characteristics, prac- 
tical qualities and destinies of communists and weighty lessons drawn from 
the practice of economic activity and party organizational work. “Talking 
about communists” consists of thoughts on the Leninist Party of today, on 
whose shoulders is the historic mission of “putting Marxism into practice" 
and paving the way to communism for all the peoples of the world by the force 
of its example." The stages of the author's career are at the same time un- 
forgettable pages of the people's movement along the path of historic achieve- 
ments and gains, and in them are concentrated the social experience and poli- 
tical and moral results of the guiding, organizing and educational activity 
of the Communist Party. 


"In resurrecting memories of the past, I was not thinking of myself. My life 
is a fragment of the people's life. And if it contains anything instructive, 
I believe this lies not in what distinguishes my career but precisely in what 
unites it with the careers of the majority of our people," the author writes. 


The biographical details of the author's life and activity form part of a 
collective portrait of a whole generation of Soviet communists who began their 
paths through life and labor early in the 20th century. 


"I was lucky," the author writes, "that in the tumultuous years, at the start 
of a new epoch, I was in a working class environment, that workers gave me 
my first profession, that I was educated by the factory Bel'sheviks.” 


L.1. Brezhnev had formerly written expressively and movingly about his ftunda- 
mental ties with the Soviet working class. The author of the "reminiscences" 
constantly stresses that the growing, developing Soviet working person, filled 
with bright faith in the future and now uniting ideological commitment, 
tremendous vital energy and cuiture, is, in essence, the hero of his books. 


Thus, it happened that in the years 1946 and 1947 I was at plants in the 
Dnepropetrovsk region, Kramatorsk and Zaporozhye. There I observed the renewal 
of destroyed furnaces, the output of the first metal from No 3 furnace and 

the installation of the sheet rolling shop. What I saw at that time on the 
construction sites of the Zaporozhye metallurgical plant literally shook me. 
This was a sector of the restoration front where you could feel the high labor 
intensity, the pitch of organizational and party work which L.I. Brezhnev 
describes as "multifaceted, creative, foreign to subjectivism, always alive 
and at the same time permeated by a scientific approach to all social proces- 
ses." At that time pages of the postwar labor epic were written in the fiery 
flow of pig iron and the steel sheets of rolled metal which the country so 
badly needed, and it is hard to exaggerate the guiding, organizing role of 

the party in the birth of that epic and its victorious progress.

REPORT OF UZBEK COMMUNIST PARTY CENTRAL COMMITTEE BUREAU “EETING 
Tashkent PRAVDA VOSTOKA in Russian 30 Jan 83 p l 


[Text] At a routine meeting the Uzbek Communist Party Central Committee Bureau 
neard intormation from the republic's ministries and departments on the measures 
that had been adopted with respect to fulfillment of the Central Committee 
decree “Measures To Step Up Preparations for the Spring Sowing". The pace of 
the preparation for the spring sowing campaign has increased markedly. At the 
same time the Central Committee Bureau drew the attention of the corresponding 
ministries and departments of the agrarian-industrial complex to the need for 
an acceleration of the leaching of saline land, the cleaning of the irrigation 
and collector-drainage system, the repair of agricultural equipment and the 
training of machine-operator and other mass occupation personnel. There was 
particular emphasis of the need for the high-quality preparation of cotton, 
cereal and alfalfa seeds and for their being raised to a high condition. 


Questions connected with the creation and activity of oblast and rayon agrarian- 
industri .1 associations wer: examined also. It was proposed that the republic 
Ministry of Agriculture and other ministries and departments of the agrarian- 
industrial complex contribute in every possible way to the organization of the 
precise operation of the organs of managemeat of agriculture and other sectors 
of the agrarian-industrial complex. Particular emphasis should be put on an 
increase in the responsibility of che kolkhozes and sovkhozes for the fulfill- 
ment of the state plans for the procurement of agricultural products. 


The Central Committee Bureau discussed the question "Measures for an Increase 
in Water Supplies to the Republic's Irrigable Land in 1983". The main task of 
the party, soviet, agricultural and water-management authorities and kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes is an increase in the efficiency of the use of water resources, 
observance of strict discipline and a high harvest of agricultural crops with 
minimal water consumption. The adopted decree outlines working measures to 
ease the anticipated water shortage and increase water supplies to the land. 


The Uzbek Communist Party Central Committee Bureau examined and approved 
Uzbekbrlyash measures for an increase in the production and sale of meat in 
1983-1985, reproduction of the herd and a reduction in production costs. It 
was recommended that the Ministry of Trade develop similar measures.

Production in 1983" was approved.

Socialist pledges of the republic's enterprises for mineral fertilizer produc- 
tion in 1983 were approved.

WIDESPREAD MISCONDUCT BY OFFICIALS IN KRASNODAR KRAY DETAILED

[Text| We would like to remind our readers briefly what was the topic of discussion 
in this material (PRAVDA, 13 December 1982). Deputy Director for Science at 

the Krasnodar Scientific-Research Institute of Agriculture imeni P. P. Luk'yanenko, 
N. Maly.ga, repeatedly abused his official position. An unsavory role in these 
matters was played by the director of the scientific-research institute, lL. 
Kalashnikov, who attempted, by truths and untruths, to whitewash his deputy and 


remove him from criticism. 


Another example was cited. Chief engineer at the Timashevo PMK-221 [mobile 
mechanized column No. 221] of the Krasnodarsel'stroy Association, L. Kleshchev, did 
little to engage in the organizing of production, but he spent a large amount of 
effort and energy to the building of his own separate home, using for that purpose 
workers and materials purchased with governmental funds. All this was done 

under the protection of the chief of the mechanized column, V. Burnos, who 

himself committed a swindle by selling the house for a Jarge amount of money by 

a decept ive method. 


In both instances a highly principled attitude was demonstrated by the secretaries 
of the party bureaus of the organizations that were mentioned, G. Mikholapov and 
V. Logachev. They were not afraid to enter into a conflict with the administra- 
tors. They decisively censured the violators of party and state discipline and 
those who had indulged them. The persons who were so fond of getting rich at 
someone else's expense received strict party punishments. 


It woulc have seemed that justice had triumphed. However, a few months later 

the Prikubanskiy Rayon party committee of the city of Krasnodar and the 
Timashevskiy Rayon committee decided. . . not to recommend Mikholapov and Logachev 
for the positions of secretaries of the primary party organizations. 


The correspondence "Why the Secretary Left" evoked numerous responses from readers. 
The editorial office and the the PRAVDA correspondent station in Krasnodar received 
dozens of letters, from which one can conclude: the facts cited by the newspaper 
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ire not such a casual phenomenon, not just a vexatious exception. Many aut! 


liscussing their own “experience,” remark that in recent years, in a few place: 

in the Kuban , it has become "fashionable" to keep one's mouth shut, to gloss 
ver any shortcomings, and sometimes even to provide unconcealed protection or 

sponsorship for various kinds of schemers, thieves, and grabbers. But a: 
riticism sometimes is met with bayonets, and “personal cases" are trumped up 
x those who dare to speak the truth face to face. 


“At a meeting to hear reports and hold elections, young Communist, mechanizer 
Bykov, openly censured an action by the director of our sovkhoz, Comrade 
nezdilova,” secretary of the party committee of the Kurganinskiy livestock 
ittening Farm, D. Repko, writes to PRAVDA. "And so now there's no peace for 
sxov. At the rayon committee they have asked for ‘explanations.’ And things 


ave also become harder for me too. .. 


dere is another letter. "I learned that our director, Yu. Shaposhnikov, was 
engaging in improper matters, and was violating financial discipline,” production 
instruction foreman at the Krasnodar Technical School No. 14, N. Shakhunov, 
reports. “As the secretary of the party bureau, I openly criticized him at a 
meeting. And fell into disgrace. The vengeful director fabricated a "case" 
igainst me, began to hound me, and then fired me. However, soon, the facts 
mtirming his abuses were confirmed. The director got what he deserved. 5ut

what am I supposed to do?" 


Stating it plainly, there is a large number of such complaints. They arrive at 
central and local agencies. And so it is not by accident that the correspondence 
“Why the Secretary Left" was discussed with such acuity and concern at a session 
of the bureau of the Krasnodar Kray Committee of the CPSU. The bureau listened to 
explanations from the first secretaries of the Prikubanskiy and Timashevskiy 

Rayon party committees, A. Globa and L. Matveyev. However, they somehow were 
unable to provide exhaustive answers to the question that was raised: why have 

the young secretaries of party bureaus, who were recommended for those positions 
by rayon committees and who have earned authority among the Communist Party members, 
not found support in the rayon committees? The true reasons for the "retirements" 


were explained in the course of the discussion. 


The fact of the matter is that one of the basic methods of administration in these 
rayon party committees, and also in certain others ones, has become, with the 
passage of time, unabashedly undemocratic rule, and petty guardianship. Orienting 
themselves only on the economic managers in the resolution of the chief questions, 
they gradually became accustomed there to pandering to their unsavory deeds. As 

a result, certain administrators, having begun to relish the situation, have 
simply ceased to consider the secretaries of the party organizations, and have 
openly ignored the opinions of Communist Party members. Things became especially 
difficult for unrelieved secretaries [secretaries who were not relieved from other 
commitments], who in one way or another were subordinate on the job to economic 
managers. For example, all V. Logachev had to dco was to fail to agree to the 
pernicious methods of administration, and the chief of the mobile mechanized 
column, Burnos, immediately retaliated against him -- demoted him.

part <ray committee. But, alas, they were just passed on to the subordinate 
idministrative levels, where they became bogged down. 


“It is necessary for us to achieve a major improvement in our work with letter: 
from Communist Party members and workers," Secretary of the CPSU kray committee, 
Ye. Nazarov, said. “It is necessary to hold more strictly accountable those who 
use red-tape methods in analyzing complaints and do not penetrate deeply into 


the essence of the problems. 


in this regard, the speakers at the session expressed the requirement to 

tighten up the monitoring of how the letters are handled and verified. We cannot 
reconcile ourselves to the situation in which certain complaints are shunted from 
one organization to another and finally end up on the desk of the person who is 
wing criticized. And there have also been instances of unobjective information. 


ll this gives rise to repeated warning messages. 


[In providing the explanations, rayon committee secretaries A. Globa and L. Mat- 
eyev reported: the statement in PRAVDA was discussed at the sessions of bureaus 
f those committees. The previous decision on the “case” of V. Burnos has been 
rescinded. He has now been removed from the ranks of the CPSU and has been 
removed from his work assignment. Other persons who were involved in this situa- 
tion have also been strictly punished. 


The speakers at the bureau session included First Secretary of the Krasnodar Kray 
CPSU Committee, V. Vorotnikov. He mentioned the importance and the immediacy of 
the questions that have been raised by the newspaper.

REPUBLIC AKTIV MEETING CRITICIZES MANY ASPECTS OF ECONOMY 


Tallinn SOVETSKAYA ESTONIYA in Russian 22 Jan 83 pp 1, 3 


[Text] Socialist competition for the ahead-of-schedule fulfillment and 
overfulfillment of the plan quotas and socialist pledges is becoming 
increasingly widespread at the enterprises and construction sites, on the 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes and in establishments and organizations of the Estonian 
SSR. Guided by the decisions of the CPSU Central Committee November (1982) 
Plenum and evaluating everything done in the jubilee year in a businesslike and

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and, furthermore, there was even a decline in the numbers of industrial- 
production personnel. Manufacture of products of the highest quality category 
increased 3.2 percent and constituted more than 38 percent of the total volume 
ot products subject to certification. The material consumption and prime 


costs of products declined. 


The agricultural workers overfulfilled the quotas for the sale to the state of 

grain, potatoes, vegetables and eggs and have procured considerably more fodder 
than the previous year, which has created good prerequisites for the successful 
wintering of the livestock and an increase in its productiveness. 


As a result of the measures adopted for concentrating capacity at projects 
nearing completion the republic's construction workers commissioned 
considerably more fixed capital. Larye-scale production facilities and new 
schools, day-care centers, clinics and hospitals were built. Thousands of 


families held house-warming parties. 


For the successes scored in economic and cultural building and the big

The 1983 plan provides for an increase in industrial production of R140 million 
or 2.6 percent compared with the R75 million increase last year. The manufacture 
of consumer goods will grow at a preferential rate. The industrial workers' 
socialist pledges plan the production of R54 million of products over and above 
the plan. The 5-year plan boundaries in industrial production growth rate 
determined for 1981-1983 will thereby be reached. Under these conditions no 
enterprise can be allowed to lag behind.

We cannet close our eyes to the fact that the quota of state 
ipital investments and construction and installation work remained unabsorbed 

in the republic's economy in 1982, that cultural-evervday and social faciliries 
ire Deing commissioned behind schedule, that overexpenditure of material and 

monetary resources is being allowed to occur and that losses of! work time are 

wreat. The quality of the construction and installation work leaves much t.. be 

desired. 

There was keen discussion at the aktiv meeting of the work of the transpert 

organizations. Last vear the railroad workers and the truck depot workers failed 

to provide for the republic economy's haulage needs. The basic plan indicators 

and socialist pledges were not fulfilled by half of the republic's railroad 

Stations. Car use deteriorates from year to year. The ESSR Ministry of Motor 

Transport and Highways is still not fully fulfilling its pledges with respect 

to the organization and coordination of centralized and intercity transportation. 


the struggle tor increased labor productivity was and remains the core of 
socialist competition and our entire organizing and mass-political work, the 
speakers said. Importance is attached to the spread in each sector and in each 
‘abor collective of the movement for securing the entire increase in the 
industrial and agricultural product and the volume of work in construction, 
transpert and the services’ sphere without an increase in the number of those 
employed. It is necessary to introduce the brigade method in all sectors of 
the eccnomv more actively. 

The republic's industry is set the task for 1983 of increasing production 2.9 
percent instead of the 2.6 percent of the annual plan and of obtaining the 

entire increase in output at operating enterprises thanks to labor productivity 
growth, reducing the number of workers by 2 percent. It is planned to increase 
labor productivity in agricultural production by no less than 11.1 percent. 

For the fulfillment of such taut pledges it is essential to introduce the 
achievements of science and progressive experience in production more extensively 
and rapidly, make fuller use of production capacity, introduce highly productive 
production processes and achieve a reduction in shoddy work, idle time and the 


irraticnal use of work time. 


The participants in the axtiv meeting raised the question of an increase in 
product quality in close connection with the growth of labor productivity and 
the efficiency of the economy. However, the plan for the production of certain 
types of product bearing the Symbol of Quality is not being fulfilled, and some 
enterprises are not manufacturing such products at all. Only one-fourth of the 
new product list corresponds to the requirements of the highest category. The 
competitiveness of machinery, apparatus and instruments is in many instances low 
owing to higher-than-usual weight and size and insufficiently high accuracy and 


dependability. 


the quality and selection of consumer goods frequently fails to satisfy the 
customer, and there are many examples of enterprise managers’ inattentive 
attitude toward the requests of the trading organizations. 


It is very important in the current year to extensively develop socialist 
competition for the above-plan production and the broadening of the selection and 
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improvement of the quality of consumer goods over and above the set targets not 
| it enterprises for which the manufacture of these commodities represent 
‘sic production but also at engineering enterprises and those of the instrument- 


making, chemical and other group “A" sectors. 


Particular significance is attached to questions of the full-—bloodied us: f work 
fime, a strengthening of labor and production discipline and an end to instances 
irresponsibility and sloppiness. The republic's working people perceived 
mplete understanding and unanimous approval the instruction of Comrade 
Yu.V. Andropov, general secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, at our party 
Central Committee's November (1982) Plenum: "It is necessary to struggie 
resolutely against all violations of party, state and labor discipline." 


Big potential is contained here. Losses from absenteeism, idle time and leave 
with the administration's permission are still great. The ministries, 
departments and local soviet authorities have still not done everything to 
regulate the operating schedule of associations, enterprises, establishments 
ind organizations connected with consumer services and determine a time for 
their operation most convenient for the working people. 


ortunately, drunkards, absentees, slackers and other disorganizers of 
production who are harming the economy are not always condemned by the labor 
collectives. USSR State Prize Winner P. Goryunov, worker at the Tartu 
Instrument-Making Plant, adduced an example of not only a brigade and shop even 
but of the entire enterprise suffering on account of a single absentee--a lathe 
hand-automatic machine operator. Proper educational work is not always performed 
with violators of labor and public discipline. In many cases the administration 
nd the public organizations endeavor to penalize the culprit as quickly as 
possible and leave things at that. The comrades’ courts discuss only one-tenth 

* the violations of labor and public discipline which are brought to light.

Rush work and the absence of a precise production rhythm and proper work 
conditions at certain enterprises also sometimes contribute to breaches of labor 
discipline. 


Responding in deed to the decisions of the CPSU Central Committee November (1982)

and Glory for Labor" a movement for a further strengthening of labor and 
production discipline and order on the job. 


Recently Muscovites came out with an important new initiative with respect to 
Strengthening law and order and stepping up the struggle against antisocial 
manitestations.

Informational reports were given by the first secretaries of the party's 
rayon committees: Zhdanovskiy Rayon, V. A. Ismailov; Kasum-Ismailovskiy 
Rayon, A. D. Dzhafarov; Lachinskiy Rayon, Ya. D. Mamedov; Masallinskiy 
Rayon, A. T. Gasanov; Saatlinskiy Rayon, A. A. Gadzhiyeva; Sahumyanov- 
skiy (rural) Rayon, R. V. Mirzoyev; secretaries of party rayon committees:

They discussed the first results of the work performed by the rural 
workers in the third year of the llth Five-Year Plan, and their selfless 
struggle to carry out the Food Program. At the same time, they 

revealed instances of the poor organization of the livestock winter ing- 
over operations in a number of rayons, and the decrease in the demanding- 
ness in certain farms with regard to the production and sale to the 

state of output from animal husbandry. Critical comments were directed 
at the repubd.iic's ministries and departments, particularly with regard to 
che shortage of building materials, and the poor organization of 
sultural-everyday and medicai services and trade at the wintering-over 
sites. Operations that require acceleration are those involving land 
reclamation and the laying of canals onto the fields which are to be 
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allocated for the planting of fodder crops. Many reproaches were 
directed at the quality of repair of the agricultural equipment and 
the shortage of spare parts.

Statement by Comrade K. M. Bagirov 


omrades! Approximately a month has already gone by since we began the practical 
implementation of the plans for the third and middle year of the llth Five-Year 
Plan. An important role in them is assigned to the agroindustrial complex and 
primarily to its basic link -- agriculture, the workers in which branch are faced 
with large and critical tasks that evolve from the decisions of the November 1982 
Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee and the speech at that Plenum by Generai 
Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, Comrade Yu. V. Andropov. They require 
the workers in the branch, and all of us, to perform daily strenuous work and to 
display high organizational spirit, conscientiousness, and discipline. 


You know that, on the eve of the New Year, the Politburo of the CPSU Centrai Com- 
mittee ccnsidered the rate of preparation for the springtime field operations and 
deemed the activities of a number of ministries to be extremely unsatisfactory. 
In the special decree that was recently adopted by the USSR Council of Ministers, 
additional measures are set down for the preparation and the conducting at a 

high level of the springtime field operations in 1983. That very important docu- 
ment must become a completely indispensable guide to action. 


At a recenf meeting of the party and economic activists in the republic, we 
analyzed in detail the rate of the agricultural operations and defined the specific 
neasures for intensifying the political and organizing activities in the rural 
areas, tor guaranteeing the prompt preparation for the spring sowing and the 
successful carrying out of the livestock wintering-over operations. The sharp, 
well-principled discussion that took place at the meeting of activists gave us 
justification for hoping that within the near future we would achieve fundamental 
changes in the carrying out of agricultural operations and would eliminate the 
existing shortcomings and omissions. 


However, as is attested to by the facts, in many rayons one still observes an 
attitude of complacency and indifference, an uncritical attitude toward short- 
comings, an attitude which, incidentally, also manifested itself in a number 

of today's statements. The proper organizing and mass-political work of mobilizing 
the workers for the prompt and efficient preparation for the springtime field 
operations has not yet been broadly extended everywhere. Many responsible 
managers have a poor knowledge of the state of affairs in the outlying areas, and 
are reorganizing their ovn work slowly. And this must become the topic of the 

most serious discussion. 


A special place in all our activities must be occupied by the problems of develop- 
ing animal husbandry, of guaranteeing the public's needs for products from that 
branch. lowever, as is indicated by the 1982 results, the growth rates for 
production and procurements of output from animal husbandry are still far short of 
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eeta e requirements of the May and November i¥82 Plenums of the CP’ entra: 
ommittee. Our administrative workers, who are responsible for the upsurge in 
branch, have not yet completely faced it, and have not yet changed over [tron 
words and promises to actual deeds. And as a result the work has been allowed t 
proceed under its own power, and in a few places it is being carried out in a 


mpietely uncontrollable manner. It is noteworthy that not a single person wl» 
spoke here today was able in essence to explain the true cause of the situation 
that has been created. Because, it seems to us, the reason is clear: it is 
irresponsibility, indifference, complacency, impropriety, the prolonging of the 
f shaking peopie out of their lethargy. 

\S is generally known, the plenum of the CPA Central Committee that was held in 
March 1982 adopted a broad program for the fundamental upsurge of animal husbandry 
in our republic. The plenum defines the minimum level of indicators for the 
turther development of that important branch of agricultural production. And 
tie task consists in assuring that those indicators are considerably surpassed. 
However, those assignments for the production and procurements of products trom 
inimai ‘wsbandry in the republic last year were not fulfilled. With a minor 
exception, the overwhelming majority of rayons failed to reach the specified goal 
in increasing the average turnover weight of cattle, milk yields, and productivity 
tf poultry. The greatest quantitdes of underproduced livestock and poultry 
sccurred in NKAO [Nagorno-Karabakb Autonomous Oblast], Nakhichevan ASSR, and 
eokchayskiy, Imishlinskiy, and Kyurdamirskiy Rayons; milk, Shemakhinskiy, Sabir- 
ibadskiy, Ismaillinskiy, Kasum-Ismailovskiy, Lenkoranskiy, and other rayons. 
we are currently in the midst of the most complicated period of animal husbandry 

-- the livestock wintering-over period. The first third of that period has already 

issed. 3ut the results, to put it bluntly, are not comforting. A large number 

f serious shortcomings continue to exist. Can one agree to a situation in 
which, tor the republic as a whole, the milk yields per cow or buffalo have 
increased by only one kilogram; the production of milk, by one percent; and the 
production and procurements of meat has even been reduced? Today we want to 
make serious claims once again against the administrators of Shaumyanovskiy (rural), 
Tauzskiy, Shamkhorskiy, Zhdanovskiy, Neftechalinskiy, and Sal'yanskiy Rayons, who, 
during the winter period, allowed the greatest reduction in the milk yields. 


it would Like to dwell on the following situation. In January 1981 the CPA Central 
‘ommittee and the AzSSR Council of Ministers adopted a special decree dealing with 
measures for the further development of livestock raising for meat production. That 
decree provided for the organization, in mountains and foothill rayons, of more 

than 120 specialized farms for the raising of meat livestock and, on that basis, 

a considerable increase in the production and procurement of meat. Actually, two 
vears have passed, but, at the fault of the agricultural ministries and departments, 
many of those farms have not yet begun to engage in the development of meat lLive- 
stock raising. In a word, the work has been allowed to drift along under its own 
power. The decree was adopted, but people "forgot" to fulfill it. It would seem 
that the Council of Ministers ought to investigate this question and call to 
responsibility those perons who are guilty of the unsatisfactory execution of our 


decision. 


You all know that the CPSU Central Committee, the USSR Council of Ministers, the 
AUCCTU, and the Komsomol Central Committee adopted a special decree dealing with 
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the extension of the All-Union Socialist Competition for the successful <¢arryin 
ut of the livestock wintering-over operations, and the increase in the producti 
ind procurements of products of animal husbandry during the winter period of 195.- 
(yo. However, as was indicated by a recent inspection, many rayons have not 
arriec cut the proper organizing and political work to extend the socialist 
petition among the workers on the animal farms. The administrators and specialists 
m many tolkhozes and sovkhozes still have no idea about the competition terms, 
x the deadlines for conducting the competition. The only name that one can give 
to ali this is a negligent attitude to the job at hand.

in the area of animal husbandry, comrades, we shall be faced with even more critical 
tusks in 1983. Therefore the party's oblast, city, and rayon committees, and the 
rayon asroindustrial associations, must take emergency steps to eliminate the 
existing lag, must guarantee the considerable increase in the production and pro- 
curement of output from the animal farms. It is necessary to keep in mir’ the 
tact that the basic task in increasing the productivity of the livestock is the 
increase, as compared with last year, in the milk yields from each cow and buffalo 
oy 100 kilograms, and the average turnover weight of cattle by 20 kilograms. 

ft is necessary to keep a strict watch to assure the rhythmical operations in 

neat procurement. In this regard there must be a strict differentiation for ever, 
farm and region, so that there will not be even the slightest interruption in the 


sale to the state of that product, which is so important for the public. 


The most serious conclusions for correcting the situation that has developed in 
animal husbandry must be made by AzSSR Minister of Agriculture, Comrade Askerov; 
GoSsvinkomitet Chairman, Comrade Rzayev; AzSSR Minister of Fruit and Vegetable 
Management, Comrade Orudzhev; their deputies, and all the party, Soviet, and 
economic administrators in the rayons, who are obliged within the shortest period 
of time to guarantee the considerable increase in the production and procurement 
of products of animal husbandry. 


To a large extent the problems that have arisen in animal husbandry are explained 
by the fact that we have not been engaging properly in fodder production. 

Last year turned out to be a favorable one for that branch. However, despite the 
fact that the plans for procurements of hay, straw, senazh, and fodder root crops 
were overfulfilled, the volumes of the rough and succulent fodders that were 
procured in the republic proved to be less than in 1981. As a result, only 

18.6 quintals of fodder units, instead of the planned 24, were procured per 
conventional head of livestock. One might ask whether we will be able, with this 
kind of indicator, to produce the planned amount of meat and milk. All this can 
be evaluated as the obvious lack of discipline, as a negligent attitude toward fod- 
der production. It cannot be considered normal for the average annual harvest 
yield of a fodder hectare in the republic to be less than the average indicator 
for the entire country. We also appear in a poor light in comparison with our 
closest neighbors in the region. 


Sor example, last year for the republic as a whole, we got only two mowings of 
alfalfa, but we could have had twice as much. Why, for example, was Sabirabadskiy 
Rayon able to obtain four mowings of alfalfa, but the neighboring Saatlinskiy 
Rayon obtained 2.8; or Pushkinskiy Rayon, 1.7 mowings; and Akhsui. skiy Rayon, 1.3? 
And vet all those rayons are provided with a sufficient amount of water for 
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rer it i arul = the wy. ill the necessary conditi iS. Ay ir cay, Ct > & 
iNsSwer ‘ mewhere el : It lies in the lack of self-interest, the inditterent 
itt toward the development of todder production. 
tni me must add that the todders that are available are sti:1 Dein sed 
etficiently. The number of fodder shops and fodder kitchens that are in existe 
in the republic cannot satisty us; we must have them on every farm. At the same 


time, the situation is going very poorly with the construction ot those important 


projects, and those that are available are being used unproductively. This per- 
tains primarily to the farms in NKAO, and Agdzhabedinskiy, Kazakhskiy, Kakhsxiy, 
wkinsciy, and other rayons. Why, then, are we expending means and buildin, fodder 


in a number of rayons such as Agdashskiy, Astarinskiy, Dzhalilabadskiy, Divichin- 
«iy, Lachinskiy, and others, where fodder shops do exist, last year not a singles 
<ilogram of fodder mixtures was prepared with their assistance. That situation is 


ve.

grain crops. The sowing tor the republic as a whole has not yet been completed. 
Che tarms in nine rayons have not coped with that work. But in a number of rayons, 
is a result of the failure to meet the optimal deadlines for sowing operations 

ind the carrving out of those operations at a low level of efficiency, the 
winter-sown areas have shown a lag in the development of the plants. Om consider- 
ble areas the sowings are extremely sparse, the condition of the shoots is 

weak, and in some places there are not any shoots at all. All this requires the 
especially precise carrying out of a series of agrotechni-al measures and the hiz 
:lity of all operations. At the same time, it is alarming that in a number of 
rayons one continues to observe the completely unexplainable comnlacency, and 

it times even the indifference toward the fate of the future harvest. A consider- 
ible number of farms have not been dressing the sowings with mineral fertilizers. 
ihere has been a considerable lag in the carrying out of irrigation. The fight 
igainst agricultural pests that survive the winter is being waged weakly. 


The unfortunate situation is that many administrators of rayons, ministries, and 
Jepartments do not have at their disposal complete and reliable information about 


t he ndition of the winter crops, and are not concerned about the conducting of 
ill the necessary agrotechnical measures. It is obvious that our administrators 


ave not been doing enough work, and that there is a lack of the necessary demand- 
ingness toward the personnel in the outlying areas, as well as a lack of initiative 
m the part of the recently organized councils of the rayon agroindustrial associ- 
itions. It would seem that it is necessary to carry out a thorough analysis of 

the reasons for this situation and to take effective steps to eliminate the short- 


comings within the shortest periods of time. 


\n important role in the exemplary conducting of the springtime field operations 
elongs to the mechanizers. Here too we have a large number of claims with regard 
» the preparation of the equipment for the spring. A number of rayons have 

Jisrupted the assignment for the repair of tractors, and for the republic as a 

whole there is a low level of technical readiness for the drills, cultivators, 


potato-planters, the machine-tractor pool, etc. 
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There have been instances when the report information on the condition of the 
equipment does not correspond to the true state of affairs. For example, an 
inspection that was comducted at the Kolkhoz imeni Lenin, Agdashskiy Rayon, 
established that not a single one of the combines thatwere listed as being in 
zood working order had been repaired. Similar instances occur in Kubinskiy and 
ther rayons. We give warning once again that, in the event of any padding of 
the tigures or fraudulent reports to the state, all those who are guilty will 
be Drought to the strictest responsibility. 


Many rayons do not have enough spare parts for repairs and the quality of the 
repair operations is low. There have been frequent instances when the equipment 
goes out of commission after operating less than a single hour after repair. Alli 
this causes bewilderment, to put it mildly. Serious practical steps for introducing 
the proper order in preparing the equipment for the spring must be taken by the 
administrators of Goskomsel'khoztekhnika, whose assurances are not being supported 
by deeds. The ministries and departments themselves carry out poor supervision 

of the condition of the equipment. And yet Minsel'khoz and Goskomvinkomitet have 
special deputy administrators who are responsible for the questions of mechaniza- 
tion, and they must make the serious conclusions for themselves, and must guarantee 
the resolution of all the questions that are linked with the repair and the 
preparation of the equipment for such an important campaign. 


The rate of preparation of the seeds is something else that causes a large number 
ot compiaints. Not too much time remains until the spring sowing, but there 
still exists a large number of unresolved problems with regard to the preparation 
of the seed material. The cleaning of the seeds is being carried out poorly, and 
in certain rayons only 80 percent -- and, in a few places, as little as 50 
percent -- of them have been brought up to the necessary quality grade. 


Much will also have to be done in such an important branch of agricultural produc- 
tion in the republic as viticulture. Here too one observes a large lag in the ap- 
plication of organic and mineral fertilizers, the carrying out of the plowing 
between the rows, the cultivation between the plants, and the irrigation of the 
plantations. In 1982 our viticulturists failed to complete the plan for the 
planting of new vineyards, the raising of the vines onto espaliers, and the elimi- 
nation of the sparseness of orchards. During the current season, the rates of 
those operations cannot be considered satisfactory by any means. 


A question that is taking on vital importance is the question of the prompt 
accumulation and economical expenditure of irrigation water. According to the 
forecasts of specialists, the present year is expected to be one with a low supply 
of water. Therefore AzSSR Minvodkhoz must direct its attention seriously to the 
optimal filling of the bodies of water. At the same time it is necessary to be 
ready to get through any possible floods, as occurred last year. It is also 
important to be concerned about the cleaning of the canals, the water-management 
network, the preparation of the pumping stations for the new season, etc. 


The current year will be a serious examination for rural construction workers, 
who will have to use considerably more funds than they did in 1982. And yet 
Minsel'stroy during the past year handed over for operation only half the projects 
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nat tad been scheduled tor activation in that reporting period. Factually speaking, 
the established assignment tor the remodeling and technical re-equipping of the 
warehouses tor the storage of mineral fertilizers was disrupted. There is a 
\arge number of shortcomings in the activities of Glavkolkhozsov«hozstroy, the 
eadersiip and su‘divisions of which have been engaging unsatistactorily in the 
mstruction of projects for todder production. The main administration has not 
een paying the proper attention to the construction of projects tor the storage 
t aszricultural output and the servicing of the equipment. For example, 
the plan for contract operations was fulfilled, factually speaking, by only hali, 
ind tor projects intended for the technical servicing of agricultural equipment, 
even less. There has been a large lag also in the activation of the facilities 
tor the maintenance of poultry. It is the duty of the rural construction workers 
to guarantee the efficient and eftective use of the labor and material resources, 
their concentration at the most important work sites and those that are scheduled 
tor activation in the next reporting period, and the prompt activation of all the 
planned projects and capacities.

‘he upsurge of agriculture is a job for the entire nation, a job that requires 

the daily attention of all the ministries and departments which, to one degree or 
another, are linked with agricultural production and with the providing of services 
to the workers on the fields and the animal farms. They have been called upon 

to create for them all the necessary cultural-everyday and production conditions 
tor highly productive labor and normal recreation. Those are the principles 

‘tated by the 26th CPSU Congress, the May Plenum of our party's Central Committee, 
ind that is the vital need of our entire life.

situation that had developed at the animal farm on that sovkhoz. I feel that 

the questions that were raised in that statement deserve the most businesslike 

and most timely reaction by the ministries and departments not only for the particu- 
lar sovkhoz, but also for the republic as a whole. 


i. regard to a similar statement on the pages of the SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN' newspaper, 
the CPA Central Committee noted the serious shortcomings in the activities of 
Azerittifak, the ministries of everyday services, public health, culture, and 
communication, as well as other ministries and departments, and required them to 
effect a fundamental improvement in the work of creating for the rural workers the 
proper working, everyday, and recreational conditions. 


would like to direct attention also to the need for a serious re-examination of 
the work of guaranteeing the needs that rural areas have for fuels and lubricants. 
nat question was raised today in the statements made by the administrators of 
the rayons. The outlying areas are sending in numerous complaints about the 


tormalistic approach taken to that matter on the part of the workers at Goskomnefte- 
produktov, a situation that is creating considerable difficulties in the carrying 
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yut of the agricuitural operations. Frequently, despite the existence of quarterly 
tunds, deliveries of fuel to kolkhozes and sovkhozes are discontinued, simply on 
the justification that the rayons had used their monthly limit. This is disorder 


ind we are forced today to issue a strict warning to the administrators of the 
mnuittee about the inadmissibility of incidents such as this. 


[ue party and the government, in conformity with the principles stated at the 

May Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, adopted a number of decisions dealing 

with the providing of further economic incentives for agricultural production. 

in particular, effective this year there will be increases in the purchase 

prices of cattle, pork, milk, potatoes, vegetables, and other products. Large 
appropriations are being channeled into the reinforcement of the economy of the 

weak farms and the guaranteeing of their profitability. The skillful implementation 
ot these and other measures creates realistic opportunities for the further 

rise in the effectiveness of the branch and the buildup of the production and 
procurements of products from agriculture. 


ihe year 1983 is the first year of the activity of the new agencies oi administra- 
tation in rural areas -- the agroindustrial associations -- the creation of which 
as Deen excessively prolonged. A large amount of time is spent on organizational 
questions, the filling out of the tables of organization, etc. It would seem that 
it is necessary to increase the activity rate of the work in this area. The coun- 
cils of the rayon agroindustrial associations must engage more boldly in questions 
of organizing the agricultural production, processing, and sale of output. We 
esovecially emphasize that the administrators of the rayons, ministries, and de- 
partments must currently concentrate their attention chiefly on the activities of 
the economically weak rayons and farms, and must take all steps to help them to 
eliminate their lag. 


The party's oblast, city, and rayon committees must render all kinds of assistance 
in the tormation of the councils of the agroindustrial associations as the chief 
person in the development of agriculture and the branches that are Linked with it. 
It is necessary to grant more independence to the RAPO's [rayon agroindustrial 
associations], and to reject the petty guardianship over the farms. Certain 
administrative workers are still captivated by the conducting of numerous meetings, 
thus keeping the farm administrators and specialists away from their practical 
activities. An end must be put to this.

mmount of work is being carried out by the UkSSR Soviets to assure the 
jent use of the labor resources that are available in the rural areas. For 
xample, in Chernigov Oblast, on the initiative of the deputies of the Stol'nen- 
«iv Village Soviet, Menskiy Rayon, there have begun to be created, from those 


‘lage residents who are not directly engaged in agricultural production, links 
ir the cultivation of potatoes, corn, fodder beets, and other crops. Last year 


those links rendered a substantial amount of assistance in increasing the produc- 
tion ot fodders tor socialized animal husbandry. 


In practically all the oblasts, with the active support of the Soviets and their 
agencies, it has become a widespread practice to conclude contracts for the ful- 
fillment of a definite type of operations between farms and production brigades 


and lLin«xs ot schoolchildren. 


fhe etfective resolution of the problems of labor resources is promoted by the 
social reorganization of the rural areas. Wherever the soviets show constant 
concern tor improving the Living conditions of the rural residents, the personnel 
are assigned permanently to the kolkhozes and sovkhozes, the labor performed by 
the people is more productive, and the results of management are higher. But in

CRITICISM OF SPRING SOWING PREPARATIONS IN KAZAKHSTAN 
Alma-Ata KAZAKHSTANSKAYA PRAVDA in Russian 26 Jan 83 p 1 


\Text] The Kazakhstan Communist Party Central Committee Bureau examined the 
question of the progress of the preparations for the spring sowing on the 
republic's sovkhozes and kolkhozes. The adopted decree observes that in 
accordance with the decisions of the CPSU Central Committee November (1982) 
Plenum and the instructions of Comrade Yu.V. Andropov, general secretary of the 
CPSU Central Committee, expressed in his speech at this plenum, the republic's 
party organizations are performing purposeful work on the mobilization of the 
communists and all workers of the agrarian-industrial complex for on-schedule 
preparations for the sowing and the unconditional fulfillment of the plans and 
socialist pledges of the current year and the tasks of the Food Program. 


The appropriate measures have been adopted in the republic with regard for the 
recommendations of the CPSU Central Committee Politburo in the decree "Progress 
of Preparations for the Spring Sowing". Despite last year's unfavorable 
weather conditions, the farms have supplied themselves with high-quality seeds 
and have, in the main, prepared the ground for the entire spring-crop field. 
The condition and development of the winter grain crops are better than last 


vear. 


However, as an inspection showed, preparations for the spring sowing are still 
unsatisfactory as a consequence of a slackening of exactingness on the part of 
republic ministries and departments and party, soviet and management authorities 
on the sovkhozes and kolkhozes of Alma-Ata, Dzhambul, Dzhezkazgan, Kzyl-Orda, 


Ural and other oblasts. 
In some oblasts the pace of equipment repair is behind that of last year. 


Enterprises of the State Committee for Supply of Production Equipment for 
Agriculture [Goskomsel'khoztekhnika] have still not reorganized their work in 
the light of the demands of the time. This system is receiving a multitude of 
complaints and reproaches concerning red tape and confusion, particularly in 
Fast Kazakhstan, North Kazakhstan, Turgay and Ural oblasts. Certain 
industrial ministries and departments and production associations of the 
republic are failing to meet the quotas for the manufacture of machinery and 
parts, and the Kazakh SSR Goskomsel'khoztekhnika is systematically disrupting 
the plans for supplies thereof to the farms. 
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prepatation of the irrigation systems and sprinkler equipment for the 
watering season in Alma-Ata, East Kazakhstan, Dzhambul and Semipalatinss blast

lagging behind last vear’s pace. 


Leaders of some sov«hozes, kolkhozes and enterprises and organizations 
‘ailing to adopt the proper measures for the training and improvement 
tractor drivers, combine cperators, irrigators and other mass occupation 
personnel and are failing to pay constant attention to agronomic traininz. 


The Kazakh Communist Party Central Committee has instructed the ministrie 
igriculture (Comrade Motoriko), fruit and vegetable industry (Comrade 
Dzherembayev), land reclamation and water resources (Comrade Kipshakbavev) 

ind procurement (Comrade Klevtsov), the Coskomsel'khoztekhnika (Comrade Yegorov), 
the State Committee for Supply of Petroleum Products (Comrade Bragin) and the

Many speakers stressed the importance of the precise provision of the 
mstruction projects with planning documents, timely financing, plan-geared 
supplies of equipment and the training of maintenance personnel.

It is necessary to 
av greater concern to increase the quality of construction, accelerate 
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the retooling of a number of construction sectors and emphatically put an end 
to attempts to hand over projects with work still to be done. 

A principal reserve of an increase in quality is the brigade ntract 
participants in the meeting shared their experience of the use of this highly 


etficient form of the organization of labor and spoke of the need to remove 
instances of formalism here. 


in the new vear the construction workers of Uzbekistan are confronted with big 
and complex assignments, including the introduction of enterprises 
manutacturing consumer goods and facilities of the agrarian-industrial compiex. 
Among the particularly important construction projects are the Uchkulach 
Polymetal Mine, the "300" rolling mill in Bekabad, the production of ammonia 

in Chirchik and sulfuric acid in Kokand and other enterprises. It is necessary 
to erect millions of square meters of housing and dozens of cultural-social 
facilities. Performing their international duty, the republic's construction 
collectives will continue to work at nonchernozem projects, in the development 
of the oil wealth of West Siberia and on the Baykal-Amur Main Railroad.
